(Currently Amended) A method for secure processing of items 
having value in a computer network comprising a plurality of user terminals 
comprising: 

storing information about one or more users using a plurality of user

performing secure functions for an item having value utilizing said 
information stored in said database system to execute cryptographic capabilities 
remote from said plurality of user terminals ; and 

continuing to verify authentication over time during performance of said 
secure functions for said item having value .
